The Lenten Season. 


Lent, the season of forty da>s' abne- 


gation, began to-day, this being Ash 
Wednesday, which day is regulated by 
Easter Sunday, which is always after the 
first Sunday after the full moon, which 
happens upon March 21. If the full 
moon happens upon a Sunday, Easter is 
the Sunday following. This year the 
season begins early. Last year Lent be- 
gan on the 23d of February; iu 1881 it 
began on the 2d day of March. It is 
stated that in the Boman Catholic 
churches some of the menioers are not 
compelled to observe the requirements set 
forth by the archbishop. Very yonug 
people, very old people, and those who 
are compelled to labor hard, are not re- 
quired to observe the fast. Although the 
Lenten season is supposed to be of forty 
days duration, there ore, in reality, 46 
days from Ash Wednesday to Easter. In 
the Roman Catholic church Sunday is 
never a fast day, and for that reason is 
not counted in the period of fasting and 
prayer.
